Long-term experience with danazol is limited. Long-term therapy with other steroids 
alkylated at the 17 position has been associated with serious toxicity (cholestatic 
jaundice, peliosis hepatis). 

Some androgenic effects 
may not be reversible even when drug administration is stopped 
PRECAUTIONS: Because DANOCRINE may cause some degree of fluid retention, 
conditions that might be influenced by this factor, such as epilepsy, migraine, or 
cardiac or renal dysfunction, require careful observation. 

Since hepatic dysfunction has been reported in patients treated with DANOCRINE, 
periodic liver function tests should be performed (see ADVERSE REACTIONS section). 
ADVERSE REACTIONS: The following androgenic effects have occurred in patients 
receiving DANOCRINE: acne, edema, mild hirsutism, decrease in breast size, 
deepening of the voice, oiliness of the skin or hair, weight gain and, rarely, clitoral 
hypertrophy.
